INSTRUCTIONS  FOR  PLANTING 

GLADIOLUS 

Plant  the  bulbs  (all  at  one  time  or  a  few  at  a  time  10  days 
apart  to  mid-July)  6  inches  deep.  Cover  them  with  about  3 
inches  of  soil  and  level  off  when  the  plants  are  above  ground. 
As  soon  as  one  or  two  of  the  flowers  appear,  cut  the  spikes. 
Remove  the  faded  ones  every  day,  cut  an  inch  or  so  from  the 
stems,  change  the  water  and  they  will  continue  to  bloom  for 
a  week  or  more.
